Industry and continuous indus- 
trial expansion has always played 
an impartant role in the economic 
growth of a town and it was here 
in Andover in the early 1800's 
that the first manufacture of flax 
was begun. 

Although the history of flax 
dates back almost 10,000 years to 
the Stone age and was grown in 
this country as early as 1626, it 
was not until more than 200 years 
had gone by that the precious 
plant was first manufactured by 
two boyhood friends. 

Dreamed of New Mill 

John Dove and Peter Smith had, 
as boys, worked in the flax mill 
owned by John Dove’s father back 
in their native Scotland and had 
long dreamed of starting a flax 
mill here. They managed to in- 
terest Peter’s brother, John Smith, 
in their venture. John Smith al- 
ready owned a mill privilege on 
the Shawsheen river as well as a 
machine shop in Frye Village. It 
was he who furnished the neces- 
sary capital for Mr. Dove to return 
to Scotland, where he obtained fur- 


ther knowledge of the flax industry. 


The new mill built by Mr. Smith 
was made mainly from Frye Vil- 
lage bricks, as the land between 
the river, Burnham rd. and the 
railroad tracks was rich in a very 
fine quality of clay. At least 
300,000 bricks a year were made 
in the kiln, which was located 
behind the present Motor Mart, 
about where Argyle st. is now. 
New Firm Begun 

With the completion of the new 
mill and the business know-how 
obtained by Mr. Dove, the three 
men became pioneers in the man- 


ufacturing industries of the coun- |

try and in 1864 a joint company 
was formed under the name of the 
“Smith and Dove Manufacturing 
Co:22 

Their venture was successful. 
However, the business was moved 
to Abbot village - a section 
around the lower end. of Essex 


| st., near the river,

| Milk Producers association and 
the little white blacksmith shop 
is now the site of the Hardy 
Brush Factory. 

As can be noted in the picture, 
the river had not been channeled 
| and walled in as is the condition 
at the present time, but was mere- 
ly a wide marshy stream. The 
crude bridge has been replaced by 
a very picturesque stone arch, 
built by William Wood. 

If one has very keen eye Sight, 
the Smith mansion, which is today 
the Shawsheen Manor, might be 
seen just over the closed in 
bridge that connected the two 
mills. 


Forerunner of Laundry 

It was in this area between 
Hussey’s pond and the river that 
the famous Andover Stocks were 
located. ‘**The Stocks were And- 
over’s early version of a wet- 
wash laundry’’. Any time after 
three o’clock on a Sunday after- 
noon, the roads would be well 
| traveled with people from Andover 
and Lawrence pulling wagons 
filled with clothes and even 
carrying tubs of clothes on their 
shoulders, all on their way to the 
community out-door laundry, 
| Washing was not allowed on the 


Sabbath but one minute after mid- 


| night the scrubbing began and 
| continued through the night until 
| Monday noon,
